In  planning  a  station,  in  addition  to  the 
locomotive  end  tebder,  we  may  on  an  aver¬ 
age  allow  for.  every  working  train  one, 
baggage  car,  one  steeper  and  three  p(dw 
aenger  coJlbes,  which  would  make  the 
total  length  of  the  train,  exclusive  of  the 
engine  and  tender,  not  leas  than  277  feet. 
The  length  of  the  platform,  therefore, 
should  be  about  800  feet.  It  should  be 
constructed  of  heavy  planks  spiked  to 
locust  sleepers  firmly  bedded  in  the 
ground.
